Last year i graduated from the University of 
Minnesota with a degree in Child 
Development. This degree has been little 


use to me because no one ever listens to 
researched knowledge on child rearing, 
believing that individuals can deal with 
their child as they see fit. What i am 
talking about is the life of a child verses 
the liberty of the parent. i am not talking 
about pro-life stuff, i am a complete advo- 
cate of pro-choice because i realize the time 
and energy one gives up in raising a child. 
This burden is resting more on womyn’s 
shoulders than men. This is not to blame 
men, but society as a whole for not putting 
state money into child care - meaning 
health care, food care, spending money, and 
physical care by the mother. Childcare and 
motherhood is a type of labor, one that is 
not paid and something any woman can 
feasibly do. It is like all other tynes of 
labors because it takes skill, problem 
solving skills, patience, deep love, and 
hard work to do a good job as a mother. 
anyone can be a mother, but a good mother 
is hard to find. What i am trying to say is 
that it is ridiculous and hypocritical to 
rely mainly on the nuclear family to 
provide love and care to the child 
especially when 50% of marriages end in 
divorce. For a mother to claim child support 
from the father is extremely difficult and 
if the father isn’t willing to give money, 
the state isn’t going to push it out of him. 
There should be a universal pay system for 
mothers which is higly monitored by highly 
trained and monitored personnel or a jury 
of society memebers who are well trained in 
child care in school. If your job was to 
look after, or supervise a group of individ- 
uals, would you hit them if they didin’t do 
what they were supposed to. Think of this 
group of individuals as adults, now think 
of them as children. What is the difference 
between the two? Wisdom, experience, skills, 
and physical strength are some substantial 


differences, but how does hitting fit into 
this equation? It creates a feeling of fear 
and anxiety in the child, not reason. If the 
child can only be moved by fear, what kind 
of member of society will (s)he become? 

The family is meant to be kind of a 
sanctuary from the world, yet the statistics 
on violence within the family tell a 
different story. Research has shown that 
children who are severely or frequently 
spanked can suffer consequences similar to 
post-traumatic stress disorder. Symptoms 
include numbing of emotion along with 
anxiety, aggression, sleep disturbance, and 
depression. I don’t deny that hitting works 
in the short term. If you slap a kid in the 
face, he’l1 stop what he’s doing. Kut many 
better alternatives are available. While 
non-physical punishment may sometimes be 
necessary, the best approach is to use such 
constructive tactics as discussing problem 
behavior, praising good behavior, and 
being a good role model. These approaches 
are harder than hitting but they work bet- 
ter in the long run. After all, parents have 
to give up hitting once their children can 
hit back. Who has the power then? In a 
situation like this, power isn’t based on 
wisdom gained by age, but by physical 
strength gained by age. So many would 
answer ‘yes’ to the question, “Would you hit 
someone you love?” and feel no regret, 
because they interpret respect all wrong. 
They confuse it with authority and subordi- 
nation. It’s time you start questioning some 
of the things you consider ‘normal’ and 
‘right’. After all, children are people too.

So, after few 
months and no prospect of 
Spazz touring the East 
coast again, or myself 
moving out West (yes, that 
was the plan), we agreed 
upon doing it via email. 
Both a Slap A Ham and 
Chris’ personal 
discographies are attached 
at the end of the 
interview as an info 
bonus...you may don't care, 
but i know i'm glad they're 
there. Now you can go out 
and hunt those records! 


if things had worked out differently, i don’t think 


hris, from the late 80's - 
being in NUFAN, Stikky, to 
starting Slap A Ham Records 
and now being in Spazz - do 
you ever look back and think 
of what your life could have 
been if you weren't involved in 
EC, or even better, if HC did- 
n't affect your life so much? 
Chris-yeah, i think about that 
sometimes. it’s weird to think 
about it because HC has been a 
major part of my life for so 
long! i’ve spent half of my life 
actively doing things in the 
HC scene, and nearly a third 
of my life doing Slap A Ham. 
i’m not saying that for "old school cred” or to toot 
my own horn, that’s just the facts and it’s a pretty 
strange thing to think back upon. if i wasn’t so 
immersed in the HC scene, i'd probably be involved 
in something like film production or graphic arts.

Go you see all this past history of yours (shall we 
call it ‘your HC career’) as a natural progression

over the years. one of my first band was called 
Legion OF Doom, but we

Stikky had 

stopped playing and i 

really wanted to be in 

another thrash band, 

but all of my favorite 

musicians were already 

occupied. and the Spazz 

fell into place because 
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Plutocracy broke up. i've also played in Duh 
and Bjorn Baby Bjorn — A Tribute To ABBA ( i 
don’t know how that one fits in but i did it 
for 4 years), but i’m always up for a 
challenge and for something new. i recently 
started another band with Matt Martin, the 
old drummer from Capitalist Casualties. 

not that many people know that for years you 
were working at Fat Wreck records as a gener- 
al manager, doing, at the same time, Slap A 
Ham on the side. so, it’s easy to say that 
within the HC community, you're one of the 
few that actually have some heavy business 
experience. what is it that from working at 
Fat you've taken on with you as knowledge 
and that has helped you in doing Slap A Ham 
full time? and what are the ‘evils’ of such 
business - big indies? 

chris-i'm very happy that instead of doing 
Slap A Ham full time many years ago, i waited 
and cut my teeth working at 
Alternative Tentacles and Fat 
Wreck Chords. it gave me a lot 
of practical experience on the 
“business” end and probably 
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those don’t necessarily consti- 
tute “evils”. for instance, i 
don't charge back the bands 
for their studio time. in 
other words, if i pay for 
studio time, i don’t deduct 
that money from the bands’ 
royalties (whether i pay them 
in coipes of records or in 
dollars). all large labels do 
charge the bands for that. 
but i’m not talkin’ shit... 
that’s just how they're run 
and i understand why they do 
it. i just opt not to. my experience with 
larger indies has been good and despite their 
size they’re still run very respectably. i've 
taken the good things i learned at the other 
labels and applied it to help run Slap A Ham 
in a manner that is hopefully both 
respectable and successful. 

since we're talking about your label, what 
was it that motivated you enough to leave 


secure job and become your own boss by 
doing Slap A Ham full time? 

chris-i got sick of “workin’ for The

It's unnecessary as far as I'm concerned but that's the 
whole gist behind "collecting": Owning that first pressing or limited 
pressing with the silkscreened cover or overseas pressing on colored 
vinyl with the extra tracks.

And don't just sit there 
and enjoy the music; read the lyrics and 
investigate for yourself the many topics 
touched among them. 

Don't be afraid to question authority and 
become politically aware! Because after all, 
punk rock is all about politics.

Dennis, people in Europe tend to be more political__in their actions 
and everyday lives. did you ever give it too much thought on the reasons 
why?? (i'm reffering to the simple comparison that can be made between 
kids here in US and over there...) FIrst of all I 
think that it is really dangerous and hard to 
generalize the problems and attitudes. However I 
would say that in europe we have a tendency to be 
more affected by the political changes in everyday 
life that in the states. I think that since the 
states have a really "stable” political system and 
countries in europe have a tendency of changing 
names overnight I think that the political aspect is 
more obvious. If we are about to compare scenes that 
is also hard, most of the time I find the lack to 
political interest in the Hardcore/punk scene to be 
alarmingly low and at most times the politics are 
just subculture oriented lifestylism. In the states 
however the sXe scene has a tendency of not being 
political at all, and the few time it is political it 
is generally so without a proper analysis of the sys- 
tem that we have. In one of your songs, you write: 
"i'd rather be dead than alive by your oppression... 
i'd rather be dead than alive by your tradition.” 
please explain where and why you see a/{the) problem 
with the system and the people that control it. 
FIrst of all that song is written in a sort of 
romantic notion, which I think that you have 
to be to be a revolutionary; a romantic, 
about the fact that there are actual- 
ly people out there that rather 
died than give in to the oppres- 
sive system that we are living 
under. The system that we 
have, i.e. capitalism / market economy, is a system based upon 
the survival of the strongest, and on class differences (the 
use and abuse of other that are ranking lower than you in 
the hierarchy). I can never approve of a system that is 
everyday affecting and destroying people. In a system 
that is so alienating that instead of living life, we 
get to live a life that leads us to boredom or nowhere. 
In everyday life we get robbed of the ability to control 
our own thoughts and actions and therefore we feel 
uneducated and useless. I would also like to say that I 
don't believe in leaders and gods, I think that no man is 
better than me and I don’t that I’m better than anyone. 
Is Refused your only outlets to "better" things or to 
voice your opinions? (other than the Handbook magazine you 
guys do) how far do you take your political stance and 
make it an actual part of your day to day life? —Hint— i'm 
referring to the song “it's not ok to pretend that everything 
is alright”. No, I’m active in an anarchist union and I write 
columns for an anarchist magazine called Direct Action. I think 
that it is really important to be able to back up your thoughts and 


inscribe them into practice. I think that 
everyday and every action should be a 
revolution in itself. Right now, however, 
we can probably do the most and con- 
tribute the most to the classwar by being 
in this band. As a col- 
lective we can do more 
work that as single 
individuals. How do you 
consider Victory rec as 
a whole - do you agree 
on some of their 'poli- 
tics’ (see- OLC). you were 
on the label at one 
point, and now your 
label, Desperate Fight, 
gets distributed by 
them in the US. Victory 
records is a capitalist 
label, make no mistake 
about it. I think that 
they have no politics 
beside that fact that 
they are making money. 
And of course I don't 
approve of them signing 
a band like OLC, but 
then again there are 
not that many bands on 
Victory in general that 
are actually challeng- 
ing the status Quo or that I would say 
was that slightest bit political. 
Refused being on Victory served a great 
purpose for us, we got to tour the states 
and we got to play music in front 
of every conservative HC kid out 
there, and that was our plan, and 
it worked out great... I think 

that being stuck in this system you 
might as well use the mediums that are 
being presented to you so that you can 
actually get out your ideas to as many 
people as possible. I don't believe in 
the elitism of the punk scene, I think 
that the politics that we are talking 
about is for everyone and not just the 
D.I.Y. punks or the diehard HC kids. 
Politics are a real a useful medium 
that affects peoples everyday life and 
punk rock is nothing but another youth 
culture. Do you consider yourself a 
socialist or communist? what makes you 


embrace such political philosophy? I 
consider myself an anarchist, I've been 
reading political theory since 1990 and 
through intellectual analysis I realized 
that the only system that would work 
would be an anarchist 
system, and that would 
also be the one Closest 
to human nature. Also 
the fact that no one 
(except for the rich co- 
. operations and pro 
politicians) can say 
that the system we have 
now is working, just 
look around us...I real- 
ize that it is not an 
easy question but I 
still believe in the rev- 
olutionary spirit and 
the longing for freedom 
for these shackles of 
_ capitalized boredom. 
| Where do you see democ- 
racy failing as a sys- 
tem, and where and when 
you think socialism / 
communism should take 
over? Since there is no 
democracy existing of 
course it is failing. The 
right to vote every 4th year has nothing 
to do with democracy. Right now all the 
real power lies in the hands of the 
industry -multinational co-opera- 
ieee Cions and therefore we don’t have 
any power to effect our own life, 
other than by striking, taking over 
the working places and just 
generally fucking things up. If you 
look at revolution as a historical fact 


| you will see that it is not some odd 
/ event but it is actually a historical 


fact. I think that a revolution is 
nothing that you can predict, but it is 
something that will happen when we 
least expect it, time will tell. For 
what i know, Sweden is a pretty liberal 
country, while here in America (the 
land of freedom) there's so much fascism 
to make me sick! What's your definition 
of 'good political system’ in order to run 
@ country equally and peacefully? 


A anarchist system built upon workers councils would be the closest to a "perfect" 
system that I would think of. I think that the problem is not in the country but in 
the system that we are living in. I look at the states and it is fucked up and then I 
look at Sweden and I see how bad we want to be the states and that is just scary. 
Equality can never come out of system that is dependent upon bosses and workers, 
that is based upon the use/abuse of other beings. You were telling me awhile ago dur- 
ing the recording sessions of the new Refused album, that some people may actually 
be surprised by it (either in a good or bad way). s0..what can we expect from the new 
record - a new sound, a new approach on topics, ore..? It is all about rejecting the 
old so that we can build something new. I would say that the 2 themes on the new 
record that are the most common are destruction and alienation. I think that the 
new record is creative and crazy and challenging and it is what punk rock should be 
all about. We totally started from groundzero when we did it, there is no sense in 
repeating ourselves and becoming nostalgia items, punk rock should be about always 
challenging the things that are stale and are becoming conformist and conservative. 
I think that it will inspire people, piss people off and be just generally loud and 
annoying. How fulfilling is to be in a well known HC band, and running a successful 
record label? what's the future gonna be like for Dennis LyXren? Well, life isn't 
about success and fame, I think that none of these things really mean that much to 
me. I'm going to become a teacher and I have no interest what so ever in becoming 
some sort of rockstar or musician. Right now there is a time and place to travel and 
play music, but it is not what I want to do the rest of my life, I have other goals 
and other ideas that I see as more important than this. When this is not challeng- 
ing and creative anymore I will call it quits and start my work towards becoming an 
academic. Taken from your explangtion booklet of the new record "Our creativity 
stolen as an effect of capitalis -” develop and explain what brings you to say 
that. after all, ithink "The £ punk to come” to be a very nal record.

I'm not going to introduce Scott and Amber Inn. His involvement in hardcore 
for the last several years speaks for itself. This conversation i had with him 
over the phone is about life, work, music, emotions, age and dogs. Enjoy. 


Scott, ok, let’ start with what you told 
me last night - the fact that Amber Inn 
just broke up! this is probably the first 
time a lot of people are going to find it 
out, so what happened exactly? 

Scott- well, basically there were two 
people in the band that wanted to keep 
going and two people that wanted to 
be Quit. i wanted to keep doing the 
: band. For the last six months or 

so we haven't been practicing 
regularly, and they felt even then 
that we weren't even a band. 

they don't wanna have anything to do 
with the band and the scene. 

i understand, but i mean, did it have to 
happen now? now that the full length just 
came out and you guys were, should i say, 
getting a big break by having the record 
out on Ebullition? 

Scott-that’s something i feel is important, 
but the rest of the band doesn't really 
care about Ebullition, that’s not what 
they're interested in. i think part of it 
is....and i don’t know what kind of image 
4 you have of Amber Inn like being popular 
ae 4 or something, but we never experienced 
a anything like that. i mean, when we 
toured the US a couple of years ago, 
we probably averaged 10 to 15 people per 
show. and honestly that’s not an 
exaggeration, and it was over a 30 date 
tour. in Sacramento we can draw 30, 40 
people at the most, and we've been a band 
for three years. 
and you also have a ‘name’ on your own 
from your previous bands and your label. 
Scott-but see in Sacramento no one cared

about Sinker either. 
maybe it’s me, that if i think of Amber Inn i say, “what an amazing band!”, probably 
thinking that you guys would get the respect you deserve. but as you're telling me now, you 
went thru a US tour having such a lame response, it makes me think... 

Scott-well yes, but at that time we only had our lst 7"inch out. i'm sure if we were to tour 
now we'd do much better. i think the rest of the band thought that i was holding the band by 
wanting to do the record on Ebullition. 

why? 

Scott-a a lot of our friends from around here are in bands that are on major labels. they see 
that those bands go on tour not losing the kind of money we did lose. 

you think they thought your sound could appeal to a ‘major label’ crowd? 

Scott-i think us being on Ebullition, our record will sell more than on any other label. 

i think Ebullition is totally geared towards the kind of music we're 
doing. but i think our bass player talked to Crisis records and he 
thinks we should have done it on that label, not that they ever 
actually offered it. 

so this is it - the record came out and there’s not going to be a 
US tour for it. what about the European tour that was almost 
set up? i thought you guys were leaving for it in april or 


may? 
Scott- they didn't even feel confident that the european tour 
will go up. 


but it’s known for US bands to make money or at least break 
even. i mean, look how many US bands go over there compared 
to how many european bands tour the states... 

just by having the 2nd 7’ep on Ebullition, i think that 

would have helped you out touring europe and now with the 
full length... 

Scott- yes, i think so but i couldn’t convince them of that. our 
drummer wasn’t too much into the idea of borrowing drums every 
night... 

there must be a lot of frustrations and maybe anger inside, but 

i have to ask you if you feel satisfied with what Amber Inn had 
accomplished thru the years? 

Scott-well, the fact that we actually got an album out is pretty 
satisfying considering the last two bands i was in broke up before 
recording for an album. so i’m happy with that. but other than that, 
i don't think the band quite ran its course. with the two other 
bands i was in, it felt like it was time for each of them 
to break up. but it didn't seem like Amber Inn was 
finished yet. 

Scott, considering what you just told me about the 
crowds response to your US tour, and considering the 
fact that Amber Inn as a band did maybe a total of 2 
to 3 interviews not counting this one, it all comes to 
me as a shocking surprise. it makes me wonder what 
are all these hardcore kids listening to nowadays? 
you know what i mean? 

Scott-it is kinda frustrating, and sometimes it feels 
like we're doing something that is reasonably 
original and pretty good, but for the most part 
people don’t care. i think the rest of the band didn't 
deal with that very well, and that’s one of the main reasons they were 
frustrated. 
i wanted to ask you about the way you write your lyrics, or the way they 

sound to me at least. as much as i can recall with all your previous bands, you 
seem to follow a certain pattern with your lyrics so that they come off 
as pretty emotional and obscure - emo not in that simple and direct way 


you can relate to, but more dark. more artsy, more poetic i think. you know what i mean? 
Scott-a lot of it is just that what i'm trying to say is more complex. the lyrics obviously 
make complete sense to me. i'm not purposely ever trying to be obscure, it’s just that’s the 
kind of way they come out, because maybe the thoughts or what i'm trying to relate to people 
isn’teasily related verbally. 

you mean like pieces of a puzzle? 

Scott-every song is different. i think there’s a big difference between the lyrics from ny 
previous bands and the lyrics in Amber Inn. the whole idea behind the name Amber Inn, and 
the lyrics, was to capture a small moment in time and the importance of that moment. and so i 


think each Amber Inn song is about what was going on at that 
certain time. so it doesn't always deal with one 
specific subject, because in any given point in my life 
there isn't just one thing going on, and maybe that’s 
why they become abstract, because there may be a couple 
of different thoughts in there. but i think the purpose 
of them is more to provoke a feeling and try to relate 
that feeling to what i'm feeling at that moment, which 
is a combination of so many different things. sometimes 
i'm more focused on one certain thing than at other 
times. 
definitely all the bands you've been in do not sound 
alike, but they do share, and again scott i'm only talking 
from my perspective, certain elements. and that could be the 
emotional side of the music. i wanted to ask you then, how 
comfortable are you with being called and labeled as an emo band? 
Scott-i think people definitely see Amber Inn as an emo band. but 
i think it’s also so vague. but honestly what people wanna call 
the band doesn’t really affect my life, i really don't care. 
let me go back to what you said before about having friends in 
bands on major label, and how you mentioned that the other 
members of Amber Inn saw how easy it was for those other 
guys to tour europe or even the States, compared to you 
guys, and so they wonder why. well, wouldn't you say that 
for a band like Amber Inn to get that response (big 
shows, big crowds, major label deals) the band itself 
would have to change or compromise a certain set of 
beliefs? 
Scott-all the beliefs that people associate Amber Inn 
with, are generally mine. for the last three years 
they've been willing to do what i wanted with the 
band. i’m not interested in signing with a major 
label. i'’m sharing something that is so personal 
and important to me, that i want the person 
that is putting out the record to be doing it 
because it's important to them and because it 
affects them in some way. i think everyone 
that put out a record with Amber Inn on it, 
(including myself i think it’s six different 
labels), they all did it because they really 
thought Amber Inn was really not so bad, and 
obviously that’s not the reason why major labels put out 
their records. 
wouldn't you wanna make a living out of it though, if you could? 


and i’m including your label, which you've 
been doing for quite a few years now. 
Scott-if i were to try to live off the record 
label, there will come a point where i’d be 
like : ‘ok, i’m going to have trouble making 
rent this month. should i put out this record 
by this band i kind of like, knowing it will 
sell well and i’ll be able to make rent...?” 
well, i never wanna have to do that. the same 
thing with the band. 

Scott, that tells me that you, like myself, 
have ethics. because what it comes down to it 
is that you don’t wanna compromise, wind 
that makes sense, totally. but i'm 
thinking there are people that 
do what they love the most 
and make a living with it 
without compromising too 
much if not at all. i 
mean, i’m here right now 
jobless due to 
circumstances, i 
wouldn't mind having 
an full time job and 
doing DP - the mag & 
label on the side like 
i've always did. this 
will mean having two 
full time jobs at the 
same time while you get 
paid only by one. 
Scott-right : 
but i now get to a point where 
i’m questioning myself. i wonder 
why can't i just make a basis, simple 
living by doing this. 

Scott-there was a point where i thought the 
label may have started to make enough money 
for me to live off of it, especially when i 
was on tour one year with the Yah Mos, where 
i sold so much stuff at every show and came 
home with a whole bunch of money, and 
thought that maybe if i was going to go on 
tour every three months and sell records and 
live off it, but it just didn’t happen. but i'm 
a lot more comfortable working another job, 
which of course i don’t have right now! before 
i got offered this job, which i may get, i was 
all set up to start my own business. 

what is it that you were doing? i know you 
told me a long time ago but i 
forget nowe. 

Scott-i was doing legal 
researches for law firms. 
basically i'd be in charge 
to find files on certain 
people and companies. 

i hear you, it can be tough. 


right now i'm really considering going back 
to school for a master degree. i've been 
freelancing for the last 8 months, but then 
you go thru times like right now where 
there’s nothing at all! either i suck and can 
not find jobs or maybe it’s just my agency 
that doesn’t hook me up with work...which i 
don't think is the case. 
Scott-i think anyone can find a job, it’s just 
a matter to find something that doesn’t make 
you miserable. i’d have no problem going down 
to the local McDonald's to get a job. it’s 
actually finding a job that... 
that fulfills your needs, your 
self. 
Scott-the main thing for me, 
is that i need a job that is 
somewhat mentally stimu- 
lating. it has to involve 
ome sort of thought 
process, otherwise i'd 
ot enjoy it at all, 
'a be miserable. 
if i had the chance to 
do what i do - full 
ime, then it’d be the 
ost stimulating 
thing i could ever do. 
mean, i love doing DP. 
 Scott-it’s definitely not 
‘an easy question. there’ s 
no right or wrong 
answer to it. 
so, you’re in no position to say 
if you'd wanna make a living out of 
the label. a living off punk - hardcore. 
Scott-it’s all in how you do it. obviously Kent 
(McClard) is living off of Ebullition. we did 
a record on Ebullition, and i don't have a 
problem with that! 
yeah, i guess Kent is the main example i was 
also looking at. 
Scott-he’s not living a really expensive 
lifestyle. i'd eventually say he makes more 
off the distro. especially with our albun, i 
think we kinda bankrupted him. it ended up 
costing a lot. he said it costed him more 
money that the Econochrist double cd! 
no way! 
i wanted to ask you, now that Amber Inn 
broke up, and after all you've 
been thru, do you see 
yourself playing music 
again? 
Scott-i can see myself 
definitely playing music 
again. i really enjoy being 
in a band, playing shows, 


going on tour. 

after this experience with Amber Inn, do you think if you were to be 
in a new band, that it’d be easier after what just happened and the 
knowledge you've gained from it. and also, do you think that the fact 
of being "ex Amber Inn” would help? 

Scott-i see what you’re saying, there’s definitely an advantage at 
first to the fact that whatever band i'll be in could be "ex members 
of...". there is always that thing that it’d not be exactly like Amber 
Inn, when people expect that to be the same. i do have a feeling that 
i'll be doing something pretty different. 

now, i wanted to ask you, with Sinker, did you say the band was almost 
unkown when the band was together? 

Scott-with Sinker? 

yes. 

Scott-i think Sinker got a lot better responses than Amber Inn ever 
did. 

really? when you guys were together or after the band broke up? 
Scott-when we were together. Sinker did a US tour in the summer of ‘93 
and the response was really good. 

ok, but how can you explain the fact that when Sinker was around and 
was well accepted, the same acceptance did not follow Amber Inn? it’d 
make sense that those Sinker fans will be Amber Inn fans as well... 
Scott-i think that maybe just that style of music that both Sinker and 
Amber Inn will fall under, it got less popular. between the Sinker 
tour - summer '93, and the Amber Inn tour - summer '95, there was a 
huge difference in the amount of people into that kind of stuff. 
band-wise too. on the Sinker tour, it was just amazing the bands we 
would play with! we would show up not knowing the bill, and the show 
would be with three other great bands! and with the Amber Inn tour, 
it'd be hard for us to even count five good bands we played with 
during the whole tour. it’d be us headlining the show and the other 
band would be...two guys playing guitars and a drum machine. 

no way! it’s awful. 

Scott-yeah, and with the Sinker tour, we’d show up and find out we'd 
play with Hoover and John Henry Vest! cool. 

i think you're right. '93 was a great year for that style and lots of 
great bands were around. 

Scott-yes, and even in '94 i rodied

The lyrics are pretty intense, 
and seems to go hand in hand with the 
music. I wonder what this band would 
sound like if they were just a bit faster!

97 A “Abandoned future” CD (Coalition 
rec see ad) This is a cd version of 97A 
7”eps.

They seem to be into the fast 
early 80’s skate rock thing mixing it 
with that mid 80’s fast and raw HC ala 
Infest. The sound delivered is quite 
impressive; fast, pissed and strong 


vocals, while the lyrics are interesting to 
say the least. A powerful band both on 
record and live. 

ATOM & HIS PACKAGE “CD” and “A 
society of people...” CD (Bloodlink one II 
Mountain the other) [Bloodlink box 
7414 Philly PA 19104 - Mountain box 
220320 Greenpoint PO, Brooklyn, NY 
11222) Atom seems to play a mix of 
folk and melodic punk, all fused with an 
drum machine. It’s an unusual formula, 
but it does the job. Funny and ‘every 
day life’ lyrics are the main focus here. 
Sounds like J-Church with a drum 
machine. 

AVAIL/YOUNG PIONEERS CDep 
(Lookout box 11374 Berkeley CA 94712) 
An interesting split. On one side you 
have Avail with their melodic punky 
sound, and on the other you have 5 raw 
punk tunes by the Y.Pioneers and their 
commie lyrics. yes! 

BLACK ARMY JACKET/HEMLOCK 
split CD (Go-Kart box 20 Prince Station, 
NYC ny 10012) BAJtrash the place with 
their extreme HC. On this record they 
mix grindcore with some heavy tunes, 
while Hemlock play death metal, and 
that’s all i can say about them. 
Definitely worth your cash for the BAJ 
tunes - killer stuff! 

BRAID “Frame & canvas” CD (Polyvinyl 
box 1885 Danville IL 61834) With this 
3rd full length, Braid is designated to 
get a secure seat up there in the 
hce/punk hall of fame!

a split cd by two new positive HC bands 
from the Midwest - the music is old 
school he with a very fast pace, with 
Landmine crossing the border into 
grind/crazy emo. the result is quite 
good. simple packaging but it works for 
me. a new sXe era? maybe. this is a good 
record to support. 

LYNC “Remembering...” CD 
(Troubleman see ad)
